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Responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated March 3, 2005, Applicants elect 
the invention of Group I, i.e., the subject matter of claims 1-9 and 17-20, for further 
examination. Applicants further elect the species of at least group 4. At least claims 1 , 2, 3, 
10, 17 and 18 read on the elected species. The elections are made with traverse. 

The Examiner's attention is respectfully directed to MPEP § 803, which specifically 
states that If the search and examination of the entire application can be made 
without serious burden, the Examiner must examine the entire application on the 
merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct inventions. It is 

submitted that examination of the entire application would not constitute a serious burden 
on the part of the Examiner, since, for example, the Examiner should search the subject 
matter of the claims of Group II when searching the subject matter of Group I. That is, 
there is overlap between the claims of Group I and Group II. Thus, in order to examine the 
elected claims completely, the Examiner should search the subject matter of claims 1-20. It 
is thus requested that the Examiner examine all of the claims pending in the application. 

Examination of the application on the merits is respectfully requested.
